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ABSTRACT: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a packing tape for 
moving which can reduce 

troubles of writing names of destination rooms on packing 
boxes, can 

efficiently conduct packing work, prevents the forgetting 
of writing the 

destination of packing boxes, can smoothly bring packing 
boxes in destination 

rooms at the new address, and, thereafter, can put the 
packs in order by 

previously printing a listing of names of rooms on a tape 
for sealing packing 
boxes . 

SOLUTION: An adhesive tape, on the surface of which a 
listing of names of 

rooms is indicated, is used once or more. The contents of 
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the indication are 

such that the names of the rooms are omitted. The adhesive 
tape comprises 

paper, a cloth, or a synthetic resin film material as a 
' k constituent element. 

t One example thereof will be described in conjunction of the 

drawing . The 

packing tape comprises a adhesive tape 1 and a print 2 
associated with a 

listing of rooms. In the drawing, a part of a roll tape is 
shown as being 

drawn out so that the contents of the print can be 
understood. The contents of 

the indication are such that the names of rooms in general 
houses in Japan have 

been printed side by side. At the time of packing work, 
use of this tape 

permits the destination to be indicated simply by marking 
the already printed 
destination room with a circle. 
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
